Ince of Avchangel, which he in turn
unk‘\‘nlml to the fspravaik (ohlef of
$ to have me returned under guard
Petersburyg, there to awalt the further
dhpmit ul my cpase, I was to journey

number of exilos. who, having served
out their terms in the prisons of the
provinee, were to bo sent to help colo-
nixo Siberia. It was a rather ronndabout
way in which to rench their destination,
but they were foreed to prooesd in this
way from the fact hn‘ﬂal that time yo
state prisons existed along what would
be their line of march across the north.

arn part of the Rusian possessions,

Thun, to reach Siberia they were com-
pollod to return to Petersburg and take
up their journey from that place, The
exiles travel slowly, nover more than
twenty-five versts belng s in one
day, and overy fourth day Is devoted en-
tirely to rest. It is only at overy fourth
station that an elapu officer s found,
and thess are the resting places, At the
other stations the gendarmes who ao-
company the exiles perform the part of
that olal, 1 soon becnme weary of
this alow, monotonous way of traveling,
and the prisons where we were foreed
to nleep weoro such foul smelling, ill ven.
tilated that I felt 1 would soon
fall i1l if 1 continued to ocoupy them.
'I'hlm-nmmc_lumd it onee a year,
and accumnlation of Alth and ver
min found in them is simply appalling,
The walls and floor ure damp and alto-

unfit for human habitation,
only hope in bettering wy condition
lay in finding some means of separating
from the exiles, This I oould only do by
feigning siokness and lotting  the others
el without me, Twenty-four hours
after their doparture found me conva-
lescent and ready to resumo my journey,
As a man of rank, by law I was entitled
to the privilege of one horse, and by the
kindness of the etape officer 1 was en-
ablod to obtain nsccond horse for the use
of the gendarme who accompanied me,
Thus N’Iliplml. I had no difflenlty in
overtaking the party on foot, in addition
to passing threo etape stations in twenty-
four hours, At the last of these I de-
eidod toupend the night, as | was becom-
ing exhausted from hard riding, When
about to resume my journey in the morn-
ing 1 was informed by the ctaps officer
that 1 would find much difficulty in
ing tho officidl at my next halting pm
without ex nflng consderable delay,
inall probabllity detain me
until the party from which I had
wounld reach there.

This exasperated the brute,
and he ordered the soldier to confine mo]
in cell No, 800, I found myself con-|
signed to the very worst part of the
prison, n place set apart for the exclu-
sive use of the Bcoptsi sect. It was a |
large cell on the ground floor, but so |
filthy and foul smelling that 1 could |
scarcely breathe. It contained no fur-
niture, On the floor some straw had
been spread, but from long use it had
become blaok with dirt,

Tired though 1 felt, I could not recon-
cile myself to resting on it. 8o I brushed
a spaoe clear and, spreading my over-
coat on it, slept koundly until 7 o'clock |
the next morning. The first sight that |
greeted my waking eyes were the two!
hangmen (palateh) working in the prison
yard, They were both large, powerful
men, dressed In the customary red shirt, !
One of them, Maximofl, had murdered
his mother, and was sentenced to hard
labor for life: the other, Paoloff, had
brutally murdered his aged father, and
had likowise reocived a life sentence.
Both men on being admitted to prison
declared their wish (o become hangmen, |

Their request wos granted, and they
are apparently happy in pursuit of their
ghastly occupation, They have good
food, und are allowed cigarettes and
three glasses of vodka daily, They also
have the privilege of selling tobacco and
cigarettes to the other prisoners, making
a profit of 300 per cent, in their transac-
tions, When the gendarme entersd my
cell Hdemanded to know the reason of
my being placed in such a filthy place,
Ho replisd: “The governor was displeas-
ed at your manner of speaking, and or-
dered you here for punishment.” “Go tell
your governor that I demand that he
send for Prince SBuwarofl, the governor
general: that I have a very important
state secret to communicate, one which
1 must tell to him and him alone,”

In a few minutes the governor (brute
of the previous evening) appeared at my
cell door and, smiling blandly, said:
“What is this state secret you wish to
communicate! Make me your confldant,
and I will seo that you are soon o free
wan; you will also receivo n large re-
ward.” Y answered: “To Prince Suwa-
roff will | communicate my secret, and
to him alone, and it is necessary that 1
see him at once.” The governor remain-
ed quite balt an hour, mdeavoring to
persuade me to commuzicate my knowl-
édge to him, I was proof against all
